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Record Crowd Makes 1955 Parents’ Day a Success 
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There Ve Been Some Changes Made 


•Fourteen years ago this week, 
Farnsworth (House was dedicat- 
ed and presented to Could Aca- 
demy through a trust fund cre- 
ated by William 'Bingham, 2nd. 
The Field ’House, as Farnsworth 
House is now commonly called, 
is much in the news this fall 
due to changes in its construc- 
tion which have 'been complet- 
ed this past summer. 

Named in honor of Dr. George 
Bourne Farnsworth, whose idea 
the Field (House was, the wing 
of Farnsworth House was first 
planned as an office for the 
school doctor, examination room, 
laboratories, room for posture 
training and other physical 
tests. Dr. Farnsworth, a close 
friend of the late William Bing- 
ham, 2nd and a memlber of the 
Gould Board of Trustees, was 
born in Boston in 1880 and was 
graduated from Bowdoin and 
Harvard Medical School. His 
wish was to improve the health 
program of the school by pro- 
viding for a regular school phy- 
sician with well-planned space 
for carrying out a thorough phy- 
sical education program. The re- 
cent changes have provided dor- 
mitory rooms for seven boys and 
living quarters for (Mr. and Mrs. 
Theodore Emery. 

The purpose of the new dorm 
Is to ease the transition from 
home life to dorm life. The Em- 
erys share their apartment with 
the boys, helping in some of 
their problems and creating a 
harmonious, homey atmosphere 
for all. Even though this dormi- 
tory Is just an experiment, the 
Emerys are finding their sup- 
ervisory duties to be easy ones. 
It Is hoped that eventually 
rooms for thirty-five boys may 
be added in Farnsworth House. 

The 'Field House contains a 
dirt floor cage, 150'xl50\ with 
an indoor track. Over the dirt 
floor is a protective net and a 
glass dome above, with provis- 
ion of ideal lighting for night 
events. Here may ibe played base- 
ball, basketball, track and near- 
ly all other outdoor sports. Next 
to the cage are three courts, 
used for badminton, handball, 
tennis, squash and volley ball. 
Upstairs is the locker room with 
showers, the physical director’s 
office, drying room, and storage 
rooms for equipment. Down- 
stairs is a coaches’ room, visit- 
ing teams’ locker room, and a 


well-equipped corrective room. 
The wing originally built in 1941 
Is the portion of the Field House 
which was renovated this year 
into three double rooms, a sin- 
gle room, and the Emerys’ apart- 
ment. 

Here are some first-hand 
comments from resident of the 
Farnsworth House dorm on be- 
ing quizzed as to how they like 
It there, and any problems or 
suggestions. 

Robert Higgins commented, "I 
like it, but I wish there were 
more kids. I like the new fur- 
niture; but there aren’t enough 
recreational facilities directly at 
our disposal.” 

Vance Bunker stated, "It’s 
real nice. There’s a lot of pri- 
vacy which you wouldn’t ordin- 
arily get. I’d like a game room. 
I sure enjoyed those apple pies 
Mrs. Emery baked for us.” 

LInwood Small said, “I like the 
place very much, but I wish it 
were closer to the main building 
and dining-room.” 

Steve Karpowich commented, 
“It’s very nice, although there’s 
not much to do in my spare 
time.” 

Bill Thoms said, "I like it a 
lot down here in the Field House 
because It’s not so crowded.” 

Ralph Mead stated, "I like this 
dorm better than I would the 
other one because I get to be 
good friends with all the fel- 
lows down here. I’d like a rec- 
reation room.” 

Tbn Hutchison’s comment 
was second-hand. He thought It 
was great but found it a bit 
hard to get up in the morning. 

Thus, the old wing which for 
so long has served little pur- 
pose, now provides an attractive, 
interesting environment in which 
| a group of boys is developing 
info well-rounded dormitory 
citizens.

THE CAMPUS 
IMPROVEMENTS 

The curiosity of the student 
body has been aroused by the 
mysterious landscaping and 
construction work that is re- 
vising the Gould campus. Their 
inquisitiveness is well founded 
because more improvements 
have been made on the campus 
these past few months than any 
previous date for some time. 
These new additions and alter- 
ations concerning our campus 
consist of three major projects 
and other designs to provide 
more convenient living accom- 
modations and generally more 
"elbow room.” 

The first of these plans was 
the creation of a parking lot, 
constructed on the old Davis 
area, once occupied by the build- 
ing housing .both the Richard- 
sons and the Hilliers. This park- 
ing lot, a much needed and long- 
awaited project is capable of 
containing 38 cars and should be 
completed at the end of Oct- 
ober. 

The second large design is the 
renovation of the rooms form- 
erly established for the resi- 
dence of Dr. Boynton in the front 
section of the field house. These 
rooms provide adequate living 
quarters for seven boys, (fresh- 
men) and one master and his 
wife. 

The third plan included the 
landscaping of the new infirm- 
ary. The once bare ground is 
now nicely dotted with shrub- 
bery and small plants, young 
trees and several bushes. 

Aside from these three exten- 
sive improvements, other addi- 
tions include the purchase of 
the Hall house, situated across 
from the Home Ec. Cottage, now 
occupied by Mr. Brewster and 
his family. Everyone is also 
aware of the bisection of rooms 
205 and 206 on the second floor 
of Hanscom Hall, changing the 
two large classrooms Into four 
smaller ones. 

Several imposing plans are 
seriously being considered by 
the Board of Trustees. A large 
portion of these plans have not 
been let out of the bag, but in 
the near future the landscaping 
and construction work done to 
the south part of Hanscom Hall 
is part of a plan which, if con- 
tinued, would result in an entire 
"face-lifting” job for the whole 
campus, including wider side 
walks and service entrances for 
the various buildings. In a few 
years Gould’s alumni will hard- 
ly recognize their own campus! 
These improvements, however, 
however, besides adding more 
charm to the surroundings, have 
their economical outlooks also, 
which will surely result in a 
beneficial gain for everyone.
